Before we 
fairly begin our part, 2,000,000 of 
men will be necessary from Amert¢ta, 
and we are going to send men in 
such numbers, no matter how many 
it may take, as may be necessary. 

“This war is teaching us that our 
country is a partnership of human- 
ity. Rich and poor, young and old, 
we are all united as brothers under 
one flag. This is America, and we 
are Americans. Not fifty-fifty Ameri- 
cans, nor even seventy-five-twenty- 
five Americans, but 100 per cent. 
Americans, all working together for 
the freedem of America and the 
world. 

“One of our big problems right 
now is to stamp cut in California 
every trace of disloyal propaganda 
and sentiment. We shall tolerate no 
seditious utterances in California. 

“There isn't any room in this 
great commonwealth for that cow- 
ardly, sneaking and disloyal element 
known as the LW.W. This vicicus 
element seeks to hinder and defeat 
our country’s war work. Defiant of 
the law, criminal In purpose, cow- 
ardly In methods. 

“There isn't any room in Califor- 
nia for loafers, cither. I want espe- 
clally to commend those cities and 
counties where the authorities al- 
ready have initiated drastic meas- 
ures to suppress idieness and sedi- 
tious disturbance. At this time, 
when the very existence of our na- 
tion is dependent on the man power 
that we shall be able to develop, it 
is outrageous to tolerate either the 
idle rich or the idle poor. There is 
work fcr everybody, and it's up to 
us to see to it that in California ev- 
erybody does work. If neceseary to 
enforce a thorough-going work pro- 
gramme, the Legislature, I am sure, 
will see to it that ample power is 
provided the preper authorities.”

All are sald to be pro-Ally in 


EXPERT'S VIEW. 


A SUMMARY FOR 24 HOURS. 
By Rae D. Henkle. 
[ATLANTIC CABLE-—EXCLUSIVE DISPATOR.} 

PARIS, May 30.—Gen. Foch, 
fully aware of the German pur- 
pose to break down the sides 


of the wedge they have driven 
across the Aisne, is using his 
reinforcements in the vicinity 
of Soissons and’ Rheims, rather 
than in the center at the point 
of deepest penetration. It is ob- 
vious from the development ef 
the great battle that the Allied 
chief is going to impose the 
minimum of resistance to the 
apex of the wedge and the maxi- 
mum on the extreme flanks. 
Rheims he wants to hold for 
sentimental reasons, aithough 
from a military standpoint the 
defensive positions would be 
stronger if the line was with- 
drawn to the hills on the south. 
On the other side the works 
north and south of  Svissons 
must be held ta prevent the 
forced retirement from the line 
of Noyon-Montdidier. 

The appearance of increasing 
numbers of Allied reserves, 
combined with the difficulty the 
enemy is finding in getting his 
‘heavier ordnance across the 
Aisne, has appreciably slowed 
up his advance In the last twen- 
ty-four, hours. While at a few 
points he succeeded in moving 
ahead about three miles In the 
center, his average gains as re- 
ported last night would not be 
much more than one mile. The 
most serious and significant 
feature, however, is the desper- 
ate fighting that is In progress 
on the French left. 

LATEST INFORMATION. 

The tiatest available infor- 
mation is that the enemy hes 
passed Crecy in attacks which 
have a general southwesterly 
direction. This means that the 
arm ate now out of the posi- 
tions they occupied after the fall 
of Chauny and Noyon. When the 
retreat from St. Quentin  be- 
gan, on March 21, the French in 
garrison in the trenches around 
La Fere and stretching east 
along the Chemin des Dames, 
were compelled to relocate their 
positions by slowing swinging 
back with the crossing at the 
Oise-Aisne Canal as a hinge. 
The line eventually flattened out 
from a right angle and ran al- | 
most straight west past Noyon. 

When the present offensive 
began on Monday, the blow fell 
hardest more than fifteen miles 
east of the canal crossing, 
where the cid and permanent 
works merged into-the pesitions 
taken up during the last days of 
March. As the attack penetrat- 
ed south across the Aisne it took 
in more and more front to the 
west, until on Wednesday it was 
on the line of Soiasons and with- 
in two miles of the end of the 
old French front. Yesterday this 
point was passed. The Allies 
now are oppesing the advance in 
thie critical sector in positions 
they have occupied less than two 
months, and the battle has 
spread until @ is now actwally 
invelging a part of the territory 
affected by the earlier struggle 
in Picardy.

prevent this tactical move that 
Gen. Foch is directing the great- 
er part of his reinforcements 
inte the Soliesons neighborhood, 
and it is here we shall see the 
hardest fighting of the week, 
The advantage thus far is all on 
the side of the Allies. 

In the center of the battle 
the Allies have taken up a line 
running south of Fere-en-Tar- 
denols, Conlonges and Broulilet 
and thence on to the outskirts 
of Rheims. This line is oy on 
the forest of Fere, which Hes just 
north of the Marne and the main 
highway from Chateau Thierry 
to Rheims. The forest, with its - 
irregular boundaries, covers 
about fifty square miles, is par- 
ticularly well adapted for de- 
fense by reason of its altitude 
and broken surface, and ft has 
the further advantage of having 
the trunk line from Paris to 
Verdun at its back.

FOCH RUSHES RESERVES 
STOP GERMAN FLOOD. 


Allies in a Desperate Race to Save Paris, 
Farty-five Miles Away. — |

ONDON, May 31.—The German flood continues to come up toward 
.. Paris. Gen. Foch is making a desperate attempt to keep it from 
overflowing its banks while his reserve armies are racing forward to 
form a solid wall and save Paris from being engulfed. The Germans are 
only forty-five miles from Paris in a straight line and they have overrun 


a wide stretch of country extending as far south es the north bank of 
the Marne. 

As the Allied armies move along 
the roads to the battle front they 
met thousands of women and chil- 
dren who are filecing towards Paris 
before the Gérman advance. The 
women had time only to gather to- 
gether a few of their most precious | 
belongings before the German flood” 
swept over their homes in the peace- 
ful country, between fhe Aisne and 
the Marne. 

Ne French, woman stays in 
captured territory in the fo year 
of the war as they did in 1914, when 
the war was young and events that 
later transpired were incomprehen- 
sible Nothing ther was known of 
atrocities, forced labor, food rations 
or any of the invaders’ forms of 
cruelty. 

The superiority of the enemy's 
lines of communication never has 
been more strikingly shown than 
during the last forty-eight hours 
of fighting during which time he 
has been able to exploit his suc- 
cesses. The German ~~ apparently 
has lost little of mo- 
mentum, 

Frankness increases with 
and today some French writers are 
admitting that the Germans have 
numerical superiority. They also 
admit that because of the element 
of surprise attending the enemy's 
efforts the numerical superiority 
brought him even greater returns. 

NAPOLEON TACTICcS8&. 


It must be remembered that there 
is no fallway aystem equal to the 
task of transporting a score of divi- 
sions 100 miles in twenty-four hours. 
The generals have moved these great 
forces by foot as Napoleon did. The 
loss of Soissons—and even Rheime— 
means little in comparison to this 
battle. They are of lees tactical 
value than Amiens or even Dunkirx. 

Ludendorff has won no straight 
success. The simple fact that he 
omitted the use of the word Ameri- 
ean, referring to the contingent at- 
tack, shows that in his mind Ameri- 
ca is his nemeésis and he is trying 
to escape by a quick victory. 

Estimates as to the number of 
divisions employed by Ludendorff 
vary between thirty and fortyé hut 
it is dificult to figure accurately 
under the present conditions. It 
is probable, however, that nearly 
400,000 Germans are fighting on this 
front.

When Miss Margaret Gardner, 
deputy City Prosecutor for the 
Woman's Court, spoke at the Fri-| 
day Morning Club's luncheon last 
week on “Parole and Probation.”’ 

Urging a 
State appropriation for the new 
woman's training home in connec- 
tion with the Los Feliz Hospital. 
Miss Gardner made some caustic 
comments on the present probation 
system and the quality of probation 
officers connected with the Woman’ 
Court. 

Wherefore friends of the probation 
officer chiefly alluded to called upon 
the Friday Morning Club yesterday 
and asked the board of directors to 
take the matter up for investigation. 

“NO ACCOUNTING.” 

The most serious charge made by 
Miss Gardner before the club was 
the statement that she understood 
the funds of the Minnie Barton 
woman's training home were not ac- 
eounted for nor receipts for con- 
tributions given. The officials of 
the home declare that all the money 
passes through the hands of the 
oficial treasurer and: that the ac- 
counts are audited every three 
months by Reynold E. Blight, ex- 


Miss Gardner criticised the meth- 
o4 of dealing with habitua! offenders, 
citing the case of May Hurnewell, a 
drunkard, who was taken to the 
home of a probation officer after her 
release from a six-months’ jail sen- 
tence. There she was told to do 
some sewing and left because she 
was not paid for it, according to the 
prosecutor. In one portion of her 
address Miss Gardner criticised the 
literacy of the probation officer in 
question, stating that she had been 

addressed as 2 ‘prostituting attor- 
ney” instead of “prosecuting attor- 


a Woman 
was out on probation and 
housed at the Woman's Training 
Home, whose complaint was that 
she had been asked to contribute $38 
a week to her own support. Miss 
Gardner made it clear that she dis- 
approved of any payment being 
asked, although the home is sup- 
ported entirely by voluntary con- 
tributions. Mises Gardner decried the 
system which permitted the proba- 
tion officer, responsible for the tn- 
stitution of this charitably-sup- 
ported home, to accept or refuse an 
inmate, and cited a case where & 
woman was denied admission be- 
cause she was diseased.

|WOMAN OF OLD SPANISH

RS. CLOTILDE SPPULVEDA, 
M forty years a resident of Los 

Angeles, who was born at 
Santa Barbara seventy-nine years 
ago, a daughter of the De la Guerra 
family, which figures prominently 
in the history of the Btate and of 
Santa Barbara county, died early 
byesterday at her h@me, No. 234 
South Griffin avenue, after six 
months iliness. — 

She was the widow of Andronico 
Sepulveda, who was uncle of John 
A. Mott and who died in Mexico a 
few years ago. He was City Auditor 
just before Thomas Rowan became 
Mayor, and, after the latter's term 
expired, the two went Into a business 
Partnership with offices on Temple 
street, where the International Bank 
Buliding now stands. 

The late Judge Ignacio Sepul- 
veda was her brother-in-law. Her 
uncle, Pablo de la Guerra, was the 
first State Senator, and, at the time 
of his death, district judge. He was 
also the first Mayor of Santa Bar- 
bara. The De la Guerra homestead 
in Santa Barbara was the scene of 
her aunt’s wedding, described in 
Pana's “Two Years Before the 
Mast.” 

It was in Santa Barbara that she 
spent her girlhood days, and several 
times she expressed the wish to be 
buried where she played as a child. 
Her wish will be carried out, and, 
after the funeral this morning at 
the Sacred Heart Church, the body 
will be taken to Santa Barbara for 
burial.

RAISE WAGES TODAY. 


SUBSTANTIAL PAY INCREASE 
AND MOTORMEN, 


_ President Paul Shoup announced 
last night that the Pacific Electric 
Ratlway will increase the weges of | 
all its employees effective today in 
accordance with the recommenda- 
tions of the National Rallroad Wage : 
Commission for the Federally-con- 
trolled lines. 

“While the Electric Rail- 
way is not under government con- 
trol,” eays Paul Shéup, “upon re- 
ceipt of the commission's report it 
was decided to adopt the recom- 
mendations of the commission, 
which are based on a very thorough 
investigation of the cost of living in 
all parts of the United States. 

“Under the new schedule, street. 
ear men will receive from 35% cents 
per hour to 40% cents - per hour, 
end interurban trainmen from 87% 
cents to 43% cents per hour. 

“This is an increase of 3% cents 
per hour over the present scale. 

“Under this-new scale the aver- 
age street car man will receive $120 
per month and interurban trainmen 
$132 per month. Freight men will 
receive from $130 to $165 per 
month. 

“Accounting forces are now at 
work determining the new fates of 
pay for all other employees. . 

“This is an increase over the 
ent scale of wages of approximately 
$600,000 a year and an increase of 


more than $1,000,000 compared 
paid in December,

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AR TAXES—WHAT NEXT? 

“It might be difficult, I should imag- 
ine, to run the mill with water that has al- 
ready gone over the wheel.” In this dress 
President Wilson presented an old economic 
apothegm last Monday in admonishing Con- 
gress to make known to the citizens of the 
country at large the amount of taxes they 
Will be called upon to pay next year on this 
year’s War profits and incomes. “We can- 
mot get increased taxes,” he continued, “un- 
se the country knows what they are to be 
end practices the necessary economy to 
make them available.” 

The President explained clearly that he 
was not asking Congress to remain in ses- 
sion to pass additional revenue bills for the 
purpose of increasing this year’s tax burden. 
He was simply taking time by the forelock, 
notifying taxpayers at the beginning of the 
year what they must be prepared to pay at 
the end. The President gave an indication 
vf what the administration policy will be by 
observing, “We shall naturally turn, I sup- 
pose, to war profits, incomes and luxuries 
for the additional taxes.” 

If estimates miade by resentative 
Kitchin, chairman of the Ways and Méans 
Committee, were to be accepted, the pres- 
ent taxes on incomes. war profits and tux- 
uries would have to be trebled to produce 
the necessary revénue, Mr. Kitchin’s esti- 
mate for the fiscal year ending June, 1919, 
is $31,000,000,000. The administration mem- 
bers of the Ways and Means Committee 
have announced that the relation of taxation 
to borrowing shduld be in a ratio of 40 to 
60; which means that $12,000,000,000 would 
be raised by taxation and $18,000,000,000 
from bond issues. As the present taxes are 
expected to produce but $4,000,000,000 in 
revenue, it is not difficult to estimate the 
ratio of increase proposed. 

More conservative members of Congress, 
however, express the opinion that Mr. 
Kitchin's estimate is given with the idea 
that it will be reduced considerably when 
the revenue laws are finally passed. The 
Mnancial expert of the New York Times has 
made an exhaustive review of the tax situ- 
ation and his conclusion is that the military 
expense for the next fiscal year will be 
about $15,000,000,000, the loans to the Allies 
$6,000,000,000 and the total expense of the 
government for the year about $23,000,000.- 
000. Of this amount about $9,000,000,000 
would be raised by taxation. 

“Force without stint or limit” is visible 
in the ambitious financial programme out- 
lined by the administration. On the con- 
servative basis of $23,000,000,000 for the 
year, the cost of the Federal government 
mounts to $63,000,000 a day. Mr. Bonar 
Law, Chancellor of the Exchequer, esti- 
mated in introducing the British budget in 
the House of Commons on April 21 that 
the cost of that government for the next 
year would average $31,000,000 daily. 
He asserted that Germany's daily expend!- 
ture is a little more than $30,000,000 a 
day, practically the same as that of Great 
Britain. It will thus be seen that the ad- 
ministration is preparing for participating 
in the war on a scale that will necessitate 
a daily expenditure greater than that of 
Great Britain and Germany combined. 
Great Britain's national debt at the end of 
the last fiscal year was $29,250,000,000, 

According to the statement of the British 

, Great Britain raises about 23 
per cent. of its total government cost from 


Germany's present war debt is estimated at 


of the cost of the war in loans. The Ger 
are naively assured that these 
repaid by indemnities from 
enemy countries. 

In taking up the distribution of the war 
burden Congress tackles a herculean task. 
‘The expenses of the war must be met; there 
must be no stinting either in men or in 
material; but the tax burden is, neverthe- 
less, certain to be grievous, Taxing with 


i ebsolute justice is a problem that civiliza- 


tion has not yet solved. It has been the 
habit of politicians to raise money from the 
sources from which there would be the 
greatest reventie and the least protest. The 
returns from the present revenue laws are 
far from satisfactory. President Wilson 
said in his address to Congress, “The pres- 
ent tax laws are marred by inequities which 
ought to be remedied.” The New York 
Times comments editorially: “The tax 
bill was vicious in so far as it was design- 
edly apportioned inequitably. It was the 
intention and the boast of the lawmakers 
that the burden of the income tax should 
fall rather on the grain and industrial 
States than on the cotton States. The re- 
sult was that in 1916 the Southern States 
paid $3,109,000 individual income taxes and 
Northern States $53,839,000 in a total tax 
payment of $67,900,000. Im 1917 the figures 
were $10,836,000 for the same Southern 
States and $127,973,000 for the same Northb- 
ern States in a total of $160,528,000.” 

It is to be hoped that Congress will be 
able to rise above sectional and partisan 


lines in drafting the new tax laws. There 


is mo reason why the Southern States 
should pay proportionately less than the 
rest of the country, any more than there is 
a reason Why they should pay more. The 
people of the country at large will pay the 
Dilils of the war without protest only on 
condition that they are satisfied that no 
favoritism is shown in levying the taxes 
and that there will be no more wastage of 
hundreds of millions such as was revealed 
in the airplane investigations. There must 
be nothing to suggest the sarcasm of a Con- 
gressman last year, that “the revenue bills 
are so drawn t the Republicans pay the 
bulk of the mney and Democrats spend 
it.” Give us equity in taxation and the 
American people will do the rest. The pres- 
ent generation is willing to bear its share 
of the war cost; but it should not be dis- 


criminated against in favor of generations | 


yet unborn that will reap the full benefit of 
present sacrifices. 


AN AND HIS JOB. ‘ 
The government would require all 


citizens to elther engage in some useful 


occupation or go to war. But if a man can- 
not be accepted for military service will his 
country find him a useful job? In spite of 
all that has been sald about the nation’s 
needs there are still more men than there 
are positions—at least that is the tale told 
by a lot of able-bodied men who claim to be 
looking for work. It's a sure thing they 
haven't got the jobs they want and they in- 
sist that they are ripe for service in any 
useful occupation. A better clearing-house 
for labor than that furnished by the exist- 
ing employment bureaus or commissions 
might help.

HUNDRED AND FORTY-THIRD. 

Pine soldiers and true, sailors and ma- 
rines, have passed through the streets of 
Los Angeles and been welcomed with cheers 
that rang to the @avee of skyscrapers: but 
seldom has so stirring an impression beep 
made upon the city as by the One Hundred 
and Forty-third Field Artillery. 

Up from Camp Kearny these men came 
on the long 
marched through the city stripped for ac- 
tion, dusty and bronzed, ready to fight. 
Something of a surge of renewed confi- 
dence, that such men as these remained yet 
to face the Huns, came to relieve the ten- 
dency toward depression found in the head- 
lines that tell of their smashing down 
through the lines of Rheims. 

There is something inevitably inspiring 
about §eld artillery, particularly when quiet, 
grim men sit their horses. It is almost 
the last of the military services still de- 
pending on the dashing quality of horses, 
the daring*quality of men, with mechanism 
only a secondary influence. 

The field artillery goes into action on the 
run, with pounding hoofs rolling dust clouds 
into the sky, with guns banging and slew- 
Ing over ditches and ruts, with the men tug- 
ging at excited horses, and the shrill whis- 
tles of the officers rising insistent, piercing, 
It goes into action al- 
Ways in times of great danger. HM meets 
charges and covers retreats. Is a particu- 
lar spot proving disagreeable to the army? 
Up with the batteries and wipe it out! Sec- 
onds count—not only count in getting a 
field battery into action, but are decisive. 
The men are drilled, drilled, drilled until 
they can swing around and open fire accu- 
rately in fewer seconds than the average 
man can get off a horse and tie a shoe- 
string. And the field artillery must get 
away as fast as it goes into action. It stays 
wntil the very last possible instant, if its 
services are needed, and then up and away, 
galloping under fire until the order is 
shrilled to make another stand. 

But let no @ne think that it is as simple 
as it seems. ; 
mathematical precision as exacting as that 
required of heavy artillery. Speed and ac- 
curacy—the paradox—are required; and the 
field artillery works always at fever heat. 
It is about the last of the picturesque phases 
that modern war has retained. Cavalry has 
been largely discarded, so horses and men 
fight, together with that inspiring dash and 
centaur-like identity only in field artillery. 
And those who have seen the One Hundred 


and Forty-third, seen the grim quiet and 


poise of the men, can have no doubt as to 
how these soldiers will acquit themselves 
on the fields of France. : 


EN. FOCH’S RESPONSIBILITY. 

# Gen. Foch holds the fate of the Allies 
in his hands today. It is to this great 
French general, the hero of the Marne, that 
the Allies have unanimously accorded the 
supreme responsibility of balking the vio- 
lent German offensive. He is the supreme 
mind which must guide them—those vast 
Allied armies—-to triumph or defeat. Both 
on the Marne in 1914 and on the Somme 
in 1916, Foch proved himself the brilliant 
tactician of the war, and as president of 
the Allied war council at Versailles it soon 
became obvious thet, as a soldier, he stood 
bead and shoulders above all 


ers. 
Gen. Foch is a philosopher as well as a 
For five years he taught tactics 
and strategy to the officers of the French 
army at the Ecole de Guerre, and his off- 
cers recall that he was fond of quoting 
Joseph de Maistre’s remark: “A battle 
is a ‘battle one believes to be lost, for 
tles are not lost materially. Battles 
therefore lost moraliy, and it therefore 


commander of the . 
field, “The incalculable advantage which the 
Germans have always possessed of fighting 
as one army has been countered, since the 
great battle began, by the closest possible 
union of the Allied commands, and the ac- 
tion of the latter is now coordinated by 
the single brain of Gen. Foch.” Thus, un- 
der the stress of nearly four years of war, 
the Allies have gradually come to a form 
of military union which alone can make 
success possible. 

This one Frenchman has won thé svu- 
preme confidence of the Allied millions, 
the unqualified morel support of the Allied 
nations. His responsibility is stupendous, 
but it is with triumphant courage that we 
remember how he snatched victory from- 
the very teeth of defeat in those first bit- 
ter days of the Marne, and was respons!- 
ble for the daring and successful offensive 
on the Somme in 1916, on both of which 
occasions the Allies were at b far greater 
disadvantage than today. 

Foch has declared that battles cannot be 
lost materially, that so long as morale 
stands firm there is no defeat. The morale 
of the Allied armies is buoyantly valiant 
today. Come what may, their hearts and 
faith are firm. And on this day the hearts 
and yers, the confidence, the faith of 
all the Allied nations will be with those 
armies in that bloody battle. 

“And it is therefore morally that battles 
can be won.” “ 


SAM PROTECTS HIS SOLDIERS. 
The soldiers’ and sailors’ Civil Relief 
Act, which has been in force since March 8, 
protects, for the duration of the war, the 
contract and other civil rights of men en- 
gaged in the mill service of the United 
States. It applies (6 all drafted or enlisted 
men and officers and to civilian clerks and 
employees on duty with the military forces 
detailed for service abroad. Protection be- 
gins with entry into service and ends with 
discharge, death or the end of the war. It 
is the most sweeping enactment of fts na- 
ture ever put over by any government. 
Under the act the enforcement in the 
courts of any obligation or liability against 
anyone in the service of the United States 
may be stayed. If a judgment is taken 
against a defendant who is in the service 
he may, within ninety days after his service 
ends, open up the judgment by showing to 
the court that he has a meritorious or legal 


defense to the action. Nor can execution, 


attachment or garnishment be prosecuted 
against a defendant who is in the military 
service of the United States, and the stat- 
ute of limitations does not run against a 
person in the service during the period of 
such service.
